Tax rates will lie cut in Narberth. 
In a history-making session on Mon- 
day night, the Narberth Borough 
Council slashed taxes on the Bor- 
ough's citizens to the tune of $7500. 
Ail women were exempted from pay- 
ing an occupational levy. 

President William H. Frctz presided 
and Clarence Kaeber. chairman of 
the Finance Committee, presented the 
ordinance, which provides for a one- 
mill property and occupation tax cut. 
There was practically no opposition 
and the tax-saving becomes effective 
next year if the measure meets with 
no upset in the two additional read- 
ings that still confront it. 

One mill is cut from the present 
tax of 16 mills in both property and 
occupational classes. The 1548 women 
who live in the Borough will be 
pleased to learn that their occupa- 
tional tax will be eliminated. This 
means a saving of approximately 
$2-170 for the women. 

Property taxes will be reduced one 
mill on an assessed valuation of $4,- 
811,570, a saving of $4,811.57. 

A reduction of one mill on the ap- 
proximate assessment of $125 on each 
of the Borough's 1389 men — a total 
assessment of $173,025 — amounts to a 
saving of $173. 

Under the new ordinance a 15-mill 
levy on each dollar of property as- 
sessment and the same rate for the 
men's occupational tax will be estab- 
lished. 

Elimination of the women's occu- 
pational tax will be applauded. Pro- 
fessional women are paying $3.20 on 
a $200 assessment; housewives and 
students pay $1.60 on a $100 assess- 
ment, and employed women pay $2 
oA an assessment of $125. 

Ralph S. Dunne, president of Nar- 
berth Business Council, asked the 
Council to promptly remove the snow 
from the business district after forth- 
coming storms, or, if that is not pos- 
sible, to provide for snow removal 
from Essex and Forrest avenues up 
to Windsor avenue, to provide for 
parking cars. 

Business men of the community pe- 
titioned Council not to act hastily on 
any proposed police regulations relat- 
ing to the business district. To in- 
sure the best co-operation, it was an- 
nounced that hereafter the Business 
Council will be represented at all 
meetings of the Borough Council.

CHECKING SERVICE 



New Innovation Established by Corn 
Exchange National Bank 

The Corn Exchange National Hank 
and Trust Company, of I'hiladelphia. 
has made available a new- type of 
checking service which are called 
"register checks." 

The Corn Exchange has adopted 
this service in order to make its hank 
of greater use to the public at large, 
particularly to those thousands of per- 
sons who because of hank service 
charges and minimum balance require- 
ments, have not opened checking ac- 
counts at any bank. 

Through this "register check" any- • 
one without a bank account may 
write his personal check at a very 
trifling cost in the payment of hills 
or obligations of any kind and it is 
not necessary for such persons to open 
an account. In operation the service 
is extremely simple and free from all 
formality. "Register Checks" may be 
obtained from any of the eleven offi- 
ces of the Corn Exchange. The user 
simply fills out the check and at- 
tached stub in accordance with in- 
structions printed on it. He then 
presents it at the "register check" 
window and pays the amount of the 
check plus a 10-cent fee. The hank 
teller numbers the check, cuts the 
amount payable into the check and its 
stub. The stub serves as the user's 
record of the transaction. '
